Tape Touts Sons’ Martyrdom 


TIKRIT, IRAQI In a new audiotape attributed 
Tuesday to Saddam Hussein, a calm voice 
acknowledged the deaths of the ousted dic- 
tator’s two sons and called them martyrs. 

If confirmed, the tape — the third attrib- 
uted to Saddam this month — could put to 
rest any doubts among Iraqis that Uday and 
Qusay Hussein were killed on July 22. 


In the nine -minute audiotape, a voice 
said he was glad his sons were killed. 

“Even if Saddam Hussein has 100 sons 
other than Uday and Qusay, Saddam 
Hussein would offer them the same path. 
That is the hope of every fighter ... as anoth- 
er group of noble souls of the martyrs has

Saudis deny link to hijackers 
alleged in congressional papers 


WASHINGTON I President Bush refused on 
Tuesday to release a congressional report 
alleging links between Saudi Arabian offi- 
cials and the Sept. 11 hijackers. 

Bush said he could not comply with a 
request by the Saudi foreign minister for a 
chance to clear the Arab kingdom’s name 
because publication of the report could hurt 
U.S. operations. 

The foreign minister, Saud al-Faisal, said 
he was disappointed but 
understood. 

“He made a strong 
case for not publishing 
it,” Saud said of Bush’s 
refusal to release the 
28 -page segment of the 
report on Sept. 11 intel- 
ligence findings. 

The segment in question touches on for- 
eign governments’ alleged contributions to 
the hijackers. 

A chorus of Democratic lawmakers and 
presidential candidates demanded that 
Bush declassify the material, charging that 
Bush was trying to shield the Saudi royal 
family from possible embarrassing revela- 
tions in the report. 

Prince Saud dismissed that notion. “We 
have nothing to hide and we do not seek, 
nor do we need to be shielded,” he said, scott

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. | Eleven 
Texas Democrats were holed up in 
a Marriott on Tuesday after bolt- 
ing the state in a protest against a 
GOP redistricting plan, e-mailing 
constituents and holding news 
conferences with a Lone Star flag 
in the background. 

The Democrats walked out on 
Monday, forcing the Senate to a 
standstill amid a second special 
session on redistricting. The move 
came less than three months 
after House Democrats fled for 
Oklahoma to protest the redis- 
tricting plan. 

Republicans on Tuesday urged 
Democrats to return to Texas and 
work with them. 

“No Texas problem has ever 
been solved in New Mexico,” 
Republican Sen. Todd Staples 
said.

WASHINGTON | The Pentagon on 
Tuesday abandoned a plan to 
establish a futures market that 
would have allowed traders to 
profit by correctly predicting 
assassinations and terrorist strikes 
in the Middle East. 

Facing outraged senators. 
Deputy Defense Secretary Paul 
Wolfowitz said he learned of the 
program in the newspaper while 
heading to a Senate Foreign 
Relations hearing on Iraq. 

“I share your shock at this kind 


of program,” he said. “We’ll find 
out about it, but it is being termi- 
nated.” 

Armed Services Committee 
Chairman John Warner (R-Va.) 
said in an interview that he 
received assurance from the head 
of the Pentagon agency overseeing 
the program that it would “stop all 
engines on this matter.” 

Warner spoke by telephone 
with Tony Tether, head of the 
Pentagon’s Defense Research 
Projects Agency, after consult- 
ing with Intelligence Committee 
Chairman Pat Roberts (R-Kan.) 
and Appropriations Chairman 
Ted Stevens (R- Alaska).

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Illinois Overhauls 
Death Penalty Rules 


CHICAGO I Gov. Rod Blagojevich 
signed legislation Tuesday 
strengthening death penalty safe- 
guards, part of an overhaul intend- 
ed to turn the state’s famously 
flawed capital punishment system 
into a national model. 

The legislation signed Tuesday 
allows judges to rule out the death 
penalty in cases that rest on one 
eyewitness, guarantee that defen- 
dants get copies of all favorable 
evidence and require juries to 
consider more mitigating factors. 

Flaws in Illinois’ death penalty 
system have been in the national 
spotlight since 2000, when former 
Gov. George Ryan halted execu- 


LIFE AND DEATH 

New legislation enacted Tuesday 
opens more room for legal maneuvers 
once a death sentence is issued.

Crews Set Blazes 
to Fight Mont.

Parliament Approves

TIKRIT I In simultaneous pre- 
dawn raids on several homes in 
this city, U.S. soldiers captured 
Adnan Abdullah Abid al-Musslit, 
a stocky man commanders said 
was one of Saddam’s most trusted 
bodyguards.

Liberian Forces Push Back as Fighting Spreads 


MONROVIA I Liberian President 
Charles Taylor’s forces battled 
north and southeast of Liberia’s 
besieged capital on Tuesday, 
fighting to reverse rebel gains.

Popular magazines do their best to decipher the opposite sex 


Right up there with the male fanta- 
sy of hiding in a girls’ locker room 
is the dream of sneaking a look at 
the other team’s playbook. 

A spoof in the August issue 
of Maxim, the irreverent men’s 
magazine that bills itself as “the 
best thing to happen to men since 
women,” is a simple lesson in how 
to score that reveals how men 
wish women would talk to women 
about men. 

Confused? 

In reality, both teams are too, 
as they play the game that’s as old 
as the species. In a section of the 
laddie bible devoted to advice on 
How To (build a doghouse; train 
a hawk; dodge a mob hit) is a two- 
page spread on “How to Get Her 
to Strip.” 

Operating on the theory that 
no better tool exists for influenc- 
ing a woman than her favorite 
magazine, it suggests that readers 
clip a story titled “How to Strip for 
Your Boyfriend” — which mimics 
the look of a page in Cosmopolitan 


— and present it to their favorite 
gullible woman. 

How could she possibly remain 
unmotivated after reading the 
subhead: “University studies prove 
that a little bump ’n’ grind creates a 
stronger emotional bond between 
partners. Plus, it makes your butt 
smaller!” 

Keith Blanchard, Maxim’s 37- 
year- old editor in chief, conceived 
the prank, and was confident that 
his friends at Cosmo would be 
amused. “It’s really all about not 
taking service features too seri- 
ously,” he says. 

Not taking anything very 
seriously, including pictures of 
seriously underdressed young 
women, has made the cheeky 
6 -year- old British import from 
Dennis Publishing a newsstand 
hit. A banner listing the subjects 
that most interest the Maxim man 
crawls across every cover: “Sex, 
Sports, Beer, Gadgets.” 

Women love talking about rela- 
tionships, the complementary cli- 


che holds. And they devour infor- 
mation on how to attract and keep 
a man, material that has long been 
the mother’s milk of Cosmopolitan. 
In fact, Cosmo has published fea- 
tures instructing its readers on the 
fine art of the private strip. 

“We do pieces from time to time 
on that, when we’ll talk about how 
much guys like visual stimula- 
tion,” says Cosmopolitan editor 
Kate White. “If this really were a 
Cosmo piece, we would address 
the notion that a woman might feel 
self-conscious in the situation, and 
we’d discuss doing it in a way that 
makes her more comfortable.” 

Like men and women, Cosmo 
and Maxim have more in common 
than one might think. Both are 
famous for overheated cover lines, 
such as Cosmo’s promise of “Ten 
Make Him Throb Moves so Hot 
You’ll Need a Fire Hose to Cool 
Down the Bed.” Both approach 
the other gender with equal parts 
fear, longing and bewilderment.

Not all of the new rustic reality 
TV shows are hitchin’ up the 
jalopy to controversy 

The reaction to the rich-girls-among-the-rural-poor 
of “The Simple Life” has been so positive that Fox 
is saving it for the fall season rather than start it in 
August, as planned. 

That contrasts with another network’s proposed 
reality series: Plucking a poor rural family from 
the South and placing it in California luxury, Jed 
Clampett- style. It has encountered bad press and 
the condemnation of the U.S. Senate. 

“Obviously there’s a lot more controversy involved 
with the show than I ever imagined there would be,” 
said CBS Chariman and CEO Les Moonves, speaking 
of the embattled “Beverly Hillbillies” spinoff. 

“The state senate in Louisiana just passed a resolu- 
tion against the show” in March, Moonves said. “That 
sort of shocked me, considering the world events and 
what I always thought the United States Senate was 
supposed to do.” 

Maybe the difference in reaction came in trying to 
remake “The Beverly Hillbillies” instead of its inverse; 
in “Simple Life,” spoiled New York socialites rough it 
in less-than-urbane conditions, like the city couple 
from CBS’ ’70s sitcom “Green Acres.” 

“We poked a little fun at heiresses instead of 
hillbillies,” said Mary-Ellis Bunim, co- executive 
producer of “The Simple Life.” 

And who’s going to complain? 

“It’s hard to get people in Beverly Hills to unify 
and say they’re being picked on,” Moonves said. “It

ACC Suit Still 
on Fast Track 

Four schools seek 
damages from Miami 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I A Superior 
Court judge has decided to keep 
the Big East’s lawsuit against 
the University of Miami and the 
Atlantic Coast Conference on the 
fast track. 

Judge Samuel J. Sferrazza on 
Monday denied a motion from the 
ACC that would have prevented 
the case from proceeding with 
expedited discovery. 

Four Big East football schools 
are seeking millions of dollars 
in damages claiming the ACC 
conspired with Big East member 
Miami to join the ACC and weaken 
the Big East. 

Virginia Tech also made the 
conference jump after Boston 
College and Syracuse were court- 
ed. However, the ACC opted not to 
invite the more northern schools 
into the league after a large public 
backlash. The Big East is eyeing 
adding two teams by2005. 

The schools are seeking to 
recover what they say will be loss- 
es in ticket sales and broadcasting 
fees, and the cash value of dimin- 
ished recruiting power and scarred 
relationships with donors. 

Depositions will begin late next 
month. (AP) 


’Skins Cut Wilkinson

PAUL CESSING, of the National Taxpayers 
Union, opposes a lawsuit filed last week 
seeking to overturn a congressional ban 
on the District’s ability to tax commuters 
and nonresidents. 

I would be for a commuter tax 
if there was any reason to think 
that the money would be used to 
pay for things that commuters 
use. — Bethesda, Md. 

I agree with you, that is why if 
the District is so concerned about 
making commuters pay “their 
fair share,” they should consider 
setting up their services in such 
a way that commuters and others 
who use the services pay. Tolls, 
user fees for ambulance and emer- 
gency services are a few options. 

Instead of a commuter tax, how 
would you propose that D.C. raise 
money? — Takoma Park, Md. 

I think D.C. could actually gain 
in the long term by reducing taxes. 
... If D.C. was able to eq ualize its 
income tax rates to the level of 
Virginia and Maryland, it could 
actually gain revenues by getting 
people to change their residence or 
by moving to D.C. 

It seems to me that the only way 
for the plaintiffs to argue that the 
current law is unconstitutional 
would be for them to have the 
Constitution amended. — Ellicott 
City, Md. 

This is all true. I think that 
the strategy here is to somehow 
put Congress on a “guilt trip” of 
some sort or plead poverty until 
Congress gives in to commuter 
taxes or just appropriates more 
money.
